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TRENDS IN TEACHER SUPPLY AND DEMAND 
IN CALIFORNIA 
JOEL A. BURKMAN, Assistant Director of Education 


The number of teachers certificated in California continues to in- 
crease from year to year. During the school year 1940-41, the number of 
certification documents issued by the State Department of Education 
totaled 14,741. During the schol year 1945-46, the number was 35,952. 
A summary breakdown of the documents issued each year, 1940-41 
through 1945-46, is given in Table 1. Not only has the number of docu- 
ments issued during this period increased markedly from year to year, 
but an even greater rate of increase has taken place in the number of 
documents issued on direct application. A large proportion of the docu- 
ments issued on direct application have been issued on the emergency 
basis. In contrast, the number of documents issued on the basis of rec- 
ommendations of authorized teacher education institutions has de- 
creased markedly from year to year. The number so issued during the 
year 1940-41 totaled 3,782, while the corresponding number in the year 
1945-46 was 1,552. 

During the period of continually increasing need for new teachers, 
the regularly authorized teacher education institutions have been able 
to supply fewer teachers from year to year. Conversely, it has from year 
to year been necessary to recruit an increasing number of new teachers 
from applicants with scattered and irregular training, many of whom 
do not meet regular standards and have been certificated on the emer- 
gency basis.

new credentials were issued upon the recommendation of approved insti- 
tutions, while the remainder, or 19,246, were issued upon direct appli- 
cation. The authorized teacher education institutions supplied, therefore, 
only 7.5 per cent of the teachers who secured their first credential 
of the given kind during the year. Included in the total of 35,952 certi- 
fication documents issued during the year 1945-46 are 12,434 credentials 
issued on the emergency basis. A distribution of these emergency creden- 
tials by kind is shown in Table 3. It is to be noted that the most acute 
shortage of regularly trained personnel is in elementary school teachers 
with secondary school teachers next in order. 

All credentials issued on the emergency basis on May 1 or subse- 
quently during any calendar year remain valid to June 30 of the subse- 
quent calendar year. Also, all credentials issued on the emergency basis 
during the period January 1 through April 30 of any year remain valid

to June 30 of that year only. Therefore, to secure a true picture of the 
number of teachers credentialed on the emergency basis who are employed 
for a part or all of any given school year, it is necessary to know the num- 
ber of credentials issued on the emergency basis during the twelve months 
period extending from May 1 of any given year to April 30 of the subse- 
quent year. 

Table No. 4 gives a breakdown by kind of the number of credentials 
issued on the emergency basis during the period May 1, 1945, through 
April 30, 1946. The total was 10,625. It follows, therefore, that this was 
the number of teachers certificated on the emergency basis who served a

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part or all of the 1945-46 year in the public schools of the State. The cor- 
responding number for the preceding school year was 9,368. 

Emergency credentials were first authorized in 1941-42, when a total 
of 900 were issued. Since that time, the number of credentials issued on 
the emergency basis has increased from year to year and is still increas- 
ing. During the five months period from May 1, 1946 to September 30, 
1946, the number of credentials issued on the emergency basis was 8,334. 
During the corresponding period in 1945, the total was 4,872. A distribu- 
tion of these credentials by kind is given in Table 5.

These findings show the following trends: 
1. The total number of certification documents issued is increasing 
from year to year. 


2. The number of new credentials issued is increasing from year to 
year at a rate relatively greater than the rate of increase in the total of 
all certification documents. 


3. The greatest annual rate of increase is in the number of docu- 
ments issued on the emergency basis. 


4. The most acute shortage is in elementary school teachers with the 
secondary school teachers second in order. 

There exists, obviously, an urgent need for an immediate and effec- 
tive program of recruitment of teacher training candidates. Unless such 
a program becomes effective, present regular teacher training standards 
will definitely be jeopardized. 


THE IMPORTANCE OF EDUCATION 
IN TRAFFIC SAFETY 
M. EUGENE MUSHLITZ, Assistant Chief, Division of Secondary Education 


Of particular concern to California school people is the problem of 
safety in general and that of traffic accidents specifically. Public educa- 
tion is supported by a society to promote that particular society’s wel- 
fare. The ability to think and act wisely, willingness to co-operate by shar- 
ing with others, and the desire to promote the group good are goals set 
forth in most school curriculums. In a democratic state, right attitudes 
are just as essential as occupational skills; the citizen must be prepared 
to modify his behavior within the structures and practices of his society. 
The training of capable citizens for a democratic way of life is, therefore, 
the most difficult program that education has ever undertaken. 

The concept of safety in its many phases runs through the entirety 
of social relationships. Hence, the individual must react to and do those 
things that will secure the safety of others as well as himself. This concept 
of safety then relates not only to the individual’s knowledges and skills 
but also to his emotions. Man lives in a world that is potentially under 
his control. Therefore, education must not only teach children how to 
meet life but also how to control it. There is little place in a controlled 
world for accidents. . 

The capitulation of Japan in August, 1945, caused the immediate 
lifting of some wartime controls, including the rationing of gasoline. This 
resulted in a sudden increase of motor travel. Closely following V-J Day, 
many industrial plants, faced with contract cancellations, released hun- 
dreds of thousands of workers. Although many of the workers returned 
to homes in other states, thousands decided to remain in California. Of 
these latter, large groups migrated to other cities, while others took ad- 
vantage of time on their hands and indulged in recreation or travel. A 
holiday spirit prevailed. Accidents mounted accordingly. 

Governor Earl Warren recently stated that California now has a 
population of 9,200,000 and that migrations into the state are averaging 
20,000 persons each month. This increase in population has had a tremen- 
dous effect upon the motor vehicle congestion on our streets and highways 
and has also added to the number of pedestrians exposed to traffic hazards. 

The traffic accident picture in California is certainly a gloomy one, 
according to the National Safety Council. We have the worst record of 
any state in America.! The California Department of Motor Vehicles

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includes the following statement in its report of statistics for the year 
1945. 

The traffic accident situation, in addition to having been directly affected 
by the increase in population and travel volume, was simultaneously affected by 
another factor. There has been a radical change in public psychology. 

The release from wartime tensions and restrictions manifested iteself in 
increased drunkenness, increased speeding and a general let down of careful 
practices. There never was a time in our history when the motorist’s attitude 
was so careless and calloused, not only toward the lives and property of others, 
but for themselves as well . . 2 


A check of traffic accidents for 1946 points toward a probable total of 
4,000 killed and 65,000 injured by the end of the year. One of the most 
serious phases of the entire problem is the large number of children in- 
cluded among these casualties. During 1945, 15,041 persons under 19 
years of age were injured by motor vehicles in California; of these 634 
were killed. ® 

The causes of more than half of the fatalities and injuries from traffic 
accidents are within the level of understanding of elementary school chil- 
dren and all are within the level of understanding of secondary school 
and adult students. 

Promising programs in education for safety have been put into effect 
in many California schools. The results of these systematic attempts on 
the part of schools are encouraging. Their contributions in educating the 
students and public along safety lines cannot be adequately measured. 
During the fall months of 1945, Everett O’Rourke, Curriculum Co-ordi- 
nator of Yolo County, and Marland K. Strasser of the faculty of Wood- 
land High School, in co-operation with the Division of Secondary Edu- 
cation of the State Department of Education, made a survey of the expe- 
riences of those schools that are maintaining classes in driver education. 
Some of the purposes of the survey were (1) to find out how such instruc- 
tion might be improved, (2) to encourage more uniformity of content, 
and (3) to influence more schools to engage in this program of instruction. 
An analysis of this survey was published in the California Journal of Sec- 
ondary Education for January, 1946.4 The article states: 

The results of this survey are both gratifying and disheartening. It is grati- 
fying to note that 200 schools are instructing their students to understand the 
fundamentals of good driving. However, 200 schools out of 453 are too few to be 


interested in a program of lifesaving on the highways. Audio-visual aids stand 
out as a technique of teaching, but there is need for greater use of traffic surveys

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and student projects to better interpret the course in terms of our everyday expe- 
riences. Psycho-physical testing devices should be constructed and used by stu- 
dents in order that they may learn and understand their strengths and deficien- 
cies as well as the actual problems of drivers

It was noted that out of the total of 200 secondary schools offering driver 
education, only 35 offered actual driver training. 

The State Department of Education will soon publish a bulletin en- 
titled Education for Safety, A Handbook for Teachers. This handbook 
was prepared in preliminary form by a group of teachers enrolled in a 
workshop on safety education sponsored by the State Curriculum Com- 
mission and conducted at Claremont College during the summer of 1944. 
Thirty-nine consultants representing both school and nonschool agencies 
gave the benefit of their advice at one or more sessions of the workshop 
and gave critical attention to the proposed handbook. The bulletin will 
contain information on sources of basic data and of supplementary mate- 
rials for teachers to use in safety education, with suggested procedures 
at kindergarten, elementary, and secondary levels.

This bulletin is the result of the combined work of the staff members 
of the Bureau of Homemaking Education and the Division of School- 
house Planning and is based upon the findings of a conference of teachers 
and administrators of homemaking education assembled at Sacramento 
in February, 1945. Suggestions have been drawn also from the recom- 
mendations made by a national conference of workers in homemaking 
education called by the U. S. Office of Education in 1944. The bulletin is 
intended as a working tool for school administrators, homemaking 
teachers, supervisors, and architects who are planning facilities for new 
homemaking departments or modernizing existing departments. Nu- 
merous illustrations show floor plans suggested for various arrange- 
ments of classrooms and equipment, with dimensioned sketches of stor- 
age cabinets.

EDUCATIONAL ACTIVITIES FOR CALIFORNIA CENTENNIALS 


As chairman of the Steering Committee on Educational Activities for 
State Centennial Celebrations organized by the California State Chamber 
of Commerce, the Superintendent of Public Instruction was asked in 
May, 1946, to appoint a Subcommittee on Implementation of Educational 
Activities. In conformity with that request, the following persons were 
named: A. J. Cloud, Chairman, Harry Hansell, Helen Heffernan (ex 
officio), Mrs. G. W. Luhr, Monsignor James O’Dowd, and Eva M. Ott. A 
meeting of this subcommittee was held on October 8, 1946, at which were 
present Chairman Cloud, Mr. Hansell, Monsignor O’Dowd, and Al Slon- 
aker, chairman of the general committee on educational activities of the 
State Chamber of Commeree. As a result of discussions at that meeting, 
the following recommendations were presented to the Steering Commit- 
tee and unanimously adopted by it on October 15, 1946. 


1. Having learned that the California State Chamber of Commerce is advocat- 
ing the issuance of a federal stamp in 1948, of a fifty-cent coin in 1949, and of a fed- 
eral stamp in 1950, the subcommittee recommends: 

a. That a statewide senior high school competition in both publicly con- 
trolled and privately controlled schools within the state be inaugurated with the 
object of securing a design for the 1948 federal stamp—which design might after- 
wards be used in publications and at exhibits or as an official emblem; 

b. That a similar competition be inaugurated in universities, four-year 
colleges, and junior colleges, within the state, with the object of securing a design 
for the 1949 fifty-cent coin—which design might afterwards be submitted to 
appropriate state authorities for transmission, if approved, to the federal officials 
who would have the final jurisdiction in issuance of the coin; 

ce. That these competitions be held during the school term or semester in 
the Spring of 1947; 

d. That a statewide committee, or committees, be appointed by Superin- 
tendent Simpson to fix the rules and regulations to govern these competitions and 
to direct and supervise the operations of the competitions. 


2. Realizing that visual education is an element in educational programs that 
can be turned to great advantage as an instrument in the development of interest in 
the California Centennial Plans, the Committee recommends that: 

a. The necessary machinery be set up through which the Legislature may 
be petitioned to appropriate a sum, not less than $150,000, to be made available 
to the State Department of Education, for the purpose of producing educational 
motion pictures dealing with California history. It is suggested that two 16 mm. 
color sound motion picture films be created, one dealing with California history 
from its earliest period through the year 1848; the other from the year 1849 to 
date; each, it is estimated to cost in the neighborhood of $75,000; 

b. A committee be appointed by Superintendent Simpson to supervise the 
production of the proposed films; 
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c. Prints of the films, once and when produced, be supplied free of charge 
to every school unit in the State, and that suitable representations be made to 
school officials urging them to use the films to full advantage. 


8. Believing that renewed emphasis should be placed on the teaching of Cali- 
fornia history in all schools at all levels, the committee recommends: 
a. That a definite allotment of time beyond that now currently devoted to 
the subject be introduced by school officials ; 
b. That the State Department of Education be urged to give full consider- 
ation to the publication of supplementary materials dealing with California his- 
tory for use in public elementary schools at the seventh or eighth grade level. 


4. Having in mind that graduation exercises form a suitable background for 
presentation of themes incident to California history, the committee recommends that 
school officials be invited to encourage the use of materials from California history 
in development of their commencement programs. 

5. That in development of pageantry in local celebrations attention be paid to 


a. Music participation 
b. Physical education participation 
ec. Dramatics participation 


6. With the object of co-ordinating and implementing the above proposals the 
committee recommends: 

a. That local committees of school and college personnel, editors, Chamber 
of Commerce representatives, Native Sons and Native Daughters of the Golden 
West, and other interested citizens, be organized who shall undertake to manage 
and direct celebration of local historical significance, including preparation of a 
calendar of such local events, and that the chairmen of these local committees 
shall be tied into the state committee by being appointed to membership in the 
latter body ; that Chamber of Commerce county chairman confer with Superin- 
tendent Simpson in re appointment of local chairman of educational participation. 


7. Finally, that Superintendent Simpson be requested to give publicity to the 
above proposals in the publication designated California Schools; and further that 
he be requested to draw these proposals definitely to the attention of the heads of the 
many and several statewide and local school organizations in the State. 


NATIONAL{CONTESTS FOR SCHOOLS 


The National Contest Committee of the National Association of 
Secondary-School Principals has considered a large number of applica- 
tions of firms, organizations, and institutions outside the organized edu- 
cational agencies that are seeking participation by schools in national 
contests. Additional specific information was secured about many of the 
contests in which the educational aims and motives were not clearly 
stated. The following national contests have the approval of the Com- 
mittee and are suggested to schools as the only national contests in 
which schools should participate during the school year 1946-47. Cri- 
teria used by the Committee in selecting contests for approval imply (a) 
inherent educational values for student and school through participa- 
tion; (b) a relatively large number of worthwhile awards to success- 
ful participants; and (c) no generally objectionable requirements of 
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students or schools. Only those contests are listed in which the educa- 
tional values for students in secondary schools seem to outweigh any 
direct or implied commercial aspects of the contest.

N.E.A. AUDIO-VISUAL EDUCATION PROJECT 


The Consumer Education Study of the National Association of Sec- 
ondary-School Principals, a department of the National Education 
Association, has announced that it is now undertaking a constructive pro- 
gram in the field of audio-visual education. This program is planned to 
help discover, develop, and promote the best methods in producing and 
using audio-visual materials for learning. The interest of business is 
being enlisted together with that of educational and scientific organiza- 
tions, especially because of the prospect for numerous sponsored films 
with potential educational value. Many will be appropriate for supple- 
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mentary teaching for schools only if mutually satisfactory standards 
can be developed and followed. 

The new project will function as a service agency and a medium 
for bringing about co-operation among those active in producing, using, 
promoting, and sponsoring informative films of nontheatrical or non- 
entertainment character. The project does not intend to produce any 
pictures itself, nor does it intend to make decisions or issue edicts on 
how films should be produced. It proposes to serve as a medium through 
which those who do put informative films in circulation and those who 
use the films may analyze and better decide what films should be made 
and how they should be produced and presented for greater effectiveness. 

The Audio-Visual Education Project will be under the direction 
of Orville Goldner, an experienced worker in this field. The headquar- 
ters of the Audio-Visual Education Project for the present are at 1600 
Broadway, Room 1000, New York 19, N. Y. 


STANDARDS FOR SCHOOL SOUND SYSTEMS 


Basic standards to guide school officials in selecting radio equip- 
ment are formulated in a new 32-page publication, School Sound Sys- 
tems, prepared by a Joint Committee on Standards-for School Audio 
Equipment serving at the invitation of the U. S. Commissioner of Edu- 
cation. The booklet was issued in October, 1946, by the Radio Manufac- 
turers’ Association and has been distributed to school and university 
administrators. 

Nontechnical in its language, it explains what schools may obtain 
and what specifications should be insisted upon in ordering complete 
sound systems or limited installations. It also offers a guide to school 
architects in designing modern school buildings for the maximum use 
of school audio equipment. 

The Committee has anounced that it will welcome suggestions from 
educators relating to problems to form the basis of a continuing study.

EXCHANGE TEACHERSHIPS FOR 1947-48 


During the academic year 1945-46, 74 teachers from Great Britain 
have exchanged places with 74 of the teachers in the United States. 
Reports so far received by the U. S. Office of Education indicate that the 
program is going well. A second year of limited exchange of teachers 
between the two countries is being worked out for the school year of 
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1947-48 by a Committee on the Interchange of Teachers Between Great 
Britain and the United States. The Committee includes representatives 
of the American Association of University Women, American Council 
on Education, English-Speaking Union, Institute of International Edu- 
cation, National Education Association, U. S. Office of Education, and 


the Department of State. 
The exploratory letter quoted here in full is being sent by the U.S. 


Office of Education to superintendents of schools in American cities.

My DEAR SUPERINTENDENT: 

For a scond year a limited exchange of teachers between this country and Great 
Britain is being worked out for the school year of 1947-48. Policies for the second 
exchange have been worked out by a Committee on the Interchange of Teachers be- 
tween Great Britain and the United States, which includes representatives of the 
American Association of University Women, American Council on Education, Eng- - 
lish-Speaking Union, Institute of International Education, National Education Asso- 
ciation, U. S. Office of Education, and the Department of State. 

I have been asked by the Committee to secure preliminary information on two 
questions: 


1. Would your school system be willing to exchange a teacher with a school 
system in Great Britain for the school year 1947-48? In answering this ques- 
tion you should keep in mind the following considerations: 

(a) The American teacher in Britain will be paid by your Board of Educa- 
tion ; the British teacher in the United States will be paid by the British. 

(b) There are no outside funds for this exchange. Each teacher will provide 
his own travel expenses, and should have, in addition, including salary, 
not less than $2,000 for the year. 

(c) The British assure us that their teachers can be ready to start work 
here by August 25, 1947. You may assign the British teacher as you 
think best, either to a class on a regular basis, or for assistance through- 
out your school system. 

(d) The British teacher in your school system will not, of course, be a citizen 
of the United States, nor take an oath of allegiance or perform any simi- 
lar civic act which may be required of other teachers in your school system. 

(e) The British Government will accept responsibility for finding suitable 
accommodations for the American teachers in Britain. You will need to 
assume responsibility for locating suitable living aceemnentetinns for the 
exchange teacher in your community. 


2. If the first question has been answered in the affirmative, would you: 

(a) Insist on the exchange of identical positions or (b) Agree to a mixed 
exchange? (For instance, a high school teacher of mathematics for a 
kindergarten teacher or for a teacher of music.) 

If you have answered the first question in the affirmative, the selection of the 
teachers to be exchanged should be started as soon as possible. Please suggest to us the 
names of one, two or three teachers in your school system in any field who are willing to 
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be considered for exchange and who, in your opinion, would make good exchange 
teachers. I should like to suggest that one of the teachers be at the elementary level and 
two in different fields at the secondary level. 

To facilitate the handling of his information, I enclose three application blanks to 
be filled out in triplicate. Each blank is for one teacher at any level in your school 
system. Please do not submit the names of more than three teachers. 

We wish to secure the application forms at an early date so that the process of 
matching may be started promptly. You, then, would have time to plan faculty needs, 
and the two teachers would have opportunity to know each other through correspond- 
ence and to make preparations for the teaching assignment. 

Please ask the selected teacher or teachers to fill out the blank and return the 
blank to you, not to me. Every applicant considered must be recommended by the school 
administrator responsible. We must send abroad only teachers whom we would be very 
proud to have represent American education. Any statement which you may make 
about any teacher applying for this exchange will be held in confidence by the Committee. 
You will, of course, place the blanks in the hands of only those teachers who, in your 
opinion, would be entirely satisfactory. 

Please note that the blanks may be returned later than the reply to the first two 
questions, but we would like, if possible, to have both the reply and the blanks ready 
before October 30.
